As the national 
leustom is. to exhibit outside each 
house a statement of the composi- 
tion of the household, the Post 
Office tas reliable information on 
which to base its population 
estimate, but the latest figure is in 
striking ‘contrast with the recently 
published figure of the Ministry of 
Interior at Nanking which placed 
the population at 474,418,700, a 
which would cover a 
jquarter of the population of the 
British Isle.

Not the 
least proof of his constructive 
bent is found in his proposal 
that the Shanghai Municipal 
Council should draft its own 
scheme of reform, on the lines 
which he suggests, and submit 
it to the National Government of 
China and the Foreign Powers 
for thelr consideration. In. his 
exhaustive survey of the history 





















‘of Shanghai -he makes it clear 


the Municipal Council has 
consistently displayed far more 
constructive ability than any! 
other body concerned with the 
problem which Shanghai has 30 
wickedly and — inconsiderately 
decided to become. He thereby 
shows how the difficulty of 
finding for his report a locus 
‘standi can be overcome. He does! 
more; he puts down in good set 
terms the opinion that the 
Chinese Government have a 
considerable asset in Shanghai, 
if it be allowed to develop slowly 
bbut surely to the ultimate goal 
of rendition and that the Foreign 
Powers would be criminally 
false to their trust if they! 
neglected due observance of 
the concrete facts of Shanghai's 
importance to China and the 
world at large. 

Perhaps the downrightness of 
the eminent judge will en- 
courage the august authorities| 
thus addressed to spare a little 
of the zeal, with which they 
canvass the welfare of smaller 
nations, for the world in micro-| 
cosm that is Shanghai, Io re- 
cent years there has’ been a! 
marked tendency on the part of| 
the Diplomatic Body to regard| 
what Br, Justice Feetham calls| 
“the hazards of piecemeal and 
makeshift arrangements” giving| 
rise to “irritating and incon-| 
clusive | international con- 
troversy,” thus hampering the! 
operation of the Settlement 
regime and diminishing its use- 
fuluess, as a cross which

of its inherent sinfuiness. 
Shanghai gets the Government it} 
deserves; if that is $0, its sin- 
fulness ‘does not amount to 
much, for, in spite of the!

It is to be hoped therefore that 
those other parties will ponder 
whether the time has not come 
for taking Shanghai's problems 
under consideration in a dif- 
ferent .and more sympathetic 
spirit, “Indeed, now that a critic 
versed in the affairs of met in| 
three continents, discovers in| 
Shanghai's administrative re-| 
cord features of special ex- 
cellence and, in so doing,| 
suggests that’ secrets of demo-| 
cratic government, hidden from| 
others, have been successfully 
exploited here, a complete re- 
vision of the usual attitude to- 
wards Shanghai might be appro-| 
priately attempted. The idea i 
not too fantastic for, knowing as 
he does, the handicaps uader| 
which the Government of China| 
and the Foreign Powers 
inboured, Mr, Justice F 
shows them a way out with 
great clarity of direction. So 
his report should give rise to no 
bitterness, in respect | of it 
unsparing criticism and feari 
apportionment of blame, and to 
no. exultation, on account of 
praise accorded. The Seitle- 
ment authorities come in for no 
little share of adverse comment | 
in support of charges of belated 
regard for Chinese requirements,| 
of failure ‘to remove obvious| 
sources of friction.

Second Volume of Mr. Justice 
Feetham’s report, the “North- 
China Daily News” drew atten 
tion to the importance of the 
judge's comment on the problem 
of extraterritoriality.

Council, thus, in 1929, three 
months’ after ‘the signature of 
the British note of August, 10, 
of that year, realized that, in 
iew of the relationship’ to 
which it referred, the ascertain- 
ment of the Settlement’s con- 
stitutional needs during a period: 
of transition was _ essential, 
Since it issued its invitation to’ 
Mr. Justice Feetham, the subject 
of the proposed abolition of 
extraterritoriality has been’ 
much to the fore. Its vicissi- 
tudes have been marked by’ 
three major episodes: first, the: 
diplomatic discussions ensuing 
between the Chinese Foreign 
Minister and certain representa 
tives of the Powers, secondly, 
the declaration by the National! 
Government on December 28, 
1929, of the abolition of extra- 
territoriality as from January 
J, 1930; thirdly, the issue of a 
mandate on May 4, 1931, 
announcing the enforcement of| 
this declaration as from Jaauary| 
1, 1982 and the regulations 
devised for that purpose. It! 
would be unprofitable to do more 
than note the incomp y of 
these two unilateral deciarations 
with the idea of diplomatic 
negotiations. Obviously if the 
negotiations were to be of any 
value the declarations were 
superfluous, if the declarations 
were held to be fully valid, then 
the negotiations were nugatory. 
It should however be noted that 
a British aide-memoire of 
December 20, 1929, saw no! 
objection to’ the former as!

There is every desire to re- 
cognize the legitimate eagerness 
of Dr. C. T. Wang to bring off a 
diplomatic triumph. Nor would 
anyone suggest that his attitude 
is dictated otherwise than by 























hand, and the Foreign Ministers, 
on the other, are setting them- 
selves. to accomplish. It is 
generally agreed that a satis- 
factory solution of the extra- 
territoriality issue would be 
weleomed by foreigners ‘no les3. 
than by those Chinese whe re- 
gard that issue as of the first 
importance at this, moment. The 
Foreign Secretary's refusal to 
admit ary connection between 
the Feetham Report and the. 
‘agreement in at 
‘Nanking may be a negative a3- 
surance. Elicited by a supple- 
mentary question and, therefore, 
composed on the spur of the 
moment, it can be regarded as 
a legitimate’ parry to an un- 
expected thrust. Something 
more definite will be weicome to 
those who realize that the view 
of a constitutional lawyer, stan 
ing aloof from the toil and moi 
of diplomatic contests, carries 
undeniable weight ‘In the 
light, however, of the Report 
which has just been published 
here, it seems most desirable 
that’ Mr, Henderson shoul, in 
some way or other, give’ an 
assurance that nothing has been 
done or will be done to make the 
adoption of Mr. Justice 
Feetham’s main proposals a 
practical impossibility. Mr. 
Justice Feetham’s grave insis- 
tence on the time factor, 
coupled with the tenor of certain 
statements made on behalf of 
the Government at Nanking, 
must inevitably arouse anxiety, 
It will be seen that the “Times” 
makes a pointed comment in that 
very sense.

Tt may be argued on behalf of 
the Chinese Government that if 
they thus ean carry the position 
by flank attacks and piecemeal 
advances, why should they 
trouble to change their policy? 
The Council's sense of the 
undesirability. of precipitating 
crises has given rise to a policy 
of conciliation which puts many 
trump cards in the hands of the 
Government. As the principle 
of rendition has been fim) 
endorsed by the Government and, 
indeed, made ostensibly one of 
immediate practical adoption, 
there is, it may be contended, no 
earthly reason why that Govern- 
ment should consider, proposals 
which, although making  rendi- 
tion the ultimate goal, delay its 
operation for a long term, even 
though ‘the interim may be 
occupied in. progressive pre- 
paration for it. The argument 
that immediate rendition would 
throw Shanghai into chaos and 
promptly eliminate security and 
progress is not in itself im-gu

Government. First of all they 

will refuse to admit that such 
result, will necessarily accru 
secondly they may say that, even 
if it did aceruo, they will at 
least have removed a standing 
humiliation in the preseace of a 
foreign administration control- 
ling the most important City in 
China, owing though it does its 
very ' existence to foreign 
pioneers and to Sino-foreign 
cooperation. If this were the 
whole picture there | might be 
little to say, except to record 
regret that human prejudice 
would 0 wantonly endanger 
that which human’ effort had 
created.

‘This i 
emphasized in the Report's 
penetrating and sympathetic 
comment on the difficulty. of 
reconeiling public statements of 
Chinese leaders with their 
private professions—a_ difficulty 
which, by the way, illustrates 
one of the benefits of the Settle 
ment regime.

President Hoover's offer of a 
year’s moratorium naturally at- 
{vacts immediate attention in 
espect of its bearing on the 
gereral economic dificulty with 
‘whieh the world, as a whole, is 


‘onfronted. It is hoped that 
Hiith the weight of debt tem- 
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porarily lifted from its should- 
ers the world will be able 
successfully to adjust itsel? to 
the task of receneiling excessive 
production with decreased. 
Powers of consumption, possibly 
by checking the fall of prices 
and bringing wages on to a 
plane more in accord with the 
fall whieh has already occurred, 
due regard being had to the 
political difficulties attendant on 
@ reduction in the standards of 
living. Eventually these ease~ 
ments, if they duly come into 
play, should have a tonic effect 
on the markets here, But it 
should not be overlooked that, 
technically, the President's wel- 
come announcement is simply 
concerned with the Reparations 
issue. It should therefore be 
examined in that light. Without 
following in detail the course of 
the conferences which endea- 
voured to settle the question of 
Germany's “capacity to pay” 
and the political wrangling 
therein involved, it may be re- 
called that, in August 1921, Mr. 
5, M. Keynes sounded the ‘note 
of warning that the “assess- 
ment” made by the Reparations 
Commission in that year would 
Tead to Germany's default. 
During the months which follow- 
ed, proving the accuracy of that 
‘ophecy to the extent that a 
virtual moratorium had 

given in August 1922 and various 
proposals and counter-proposals 
made to temper the wind to the 
shorn lamb, there was a rapid 
modification of the political out- 
look. The stern rigour of the 
Spa Conference of July 1920 
became radically altered by the 
growth of appreciation of the 
fact that, in the event, the solu- 
tion of ‘the world’s " economic 
oblems must to a large extent! 
Be brought about by cooperation 
with rather than coercion of 
Germany. This found full politi. 
cal expression in the Treaty of 
Locarno. Financially it was 
embodied in the Dawes Plan 
which, for all its defects, soon to 
be made apparent, enshrined a 
new spirit. It definitely re- 
cognized that Germany was 
“faithfully fulfilling her repara- 
tion obligations.” It endeavour- 
ed to ensure that Germany's 
financial rehabilitation was 
assisted and not merely con-| 
trolled with exclusive eare for 
her indebtedness, 


Yet within four years, al 
though it had facilitated a 
marked vecovery in Europe, the 
Dawes Plan came to be regarded 
fas imposing on Germany a 
burden beyond her capacity to 
bear. To enter satisfactorily

Formula for Sale to Chinese 
Government 


Peking, June 17. 
Soviet Russia and China bave| 
discovered a formula for the sale of 


the Soviet interest in the Chinese |, 


Eastern Railway to the Chinese 
Government, and details of the 
transaction ‘are now being worked 
ut in Moscow, according to au ac- 
count obtained from a reliable 
source here, 7 

‘The formula is unexpectedly 
‘satisfactory both to China and 
Soviet Russia, and it is. believed 
here that the sale will be announced 
within a few weeks. The transac- 
tion does not involve any cash 
‘whatever, so that the Chinese Gov- 
‘ernment ‘will not be hampered by 
lack of funds, 

Briefly, Soviet Russia proposes to 
dispose of her interests in the Mi 
ehurian railway for a fixed sum, 
which has mot yet been determined, 
The Soviet wants 400 million Gold| 
roubles, but the Chinese desire to 
Day less. But the amount is not 
‘especially important in this transac- 


‘The formula stipulates that China 
shall’ pay’ the Soviets for the 
‘way in duties on Russian goods 
ported into Chinese. territory. In 
other words, all Soviet goods im 
ported into China shall be admitted 
withoug payment, “and the duties 
charged against the sale price of 
‘he Chinese Eastern, 

‘This agreement, if it is complet-

Otherwise local interest in Man- 
churia is occupied in discussing the 
various “affairs” which have taken 
place recently between Chinese and 
Japanese, and in which the police 
‘of both ‘nations are generally in- 
volved. These “affairs” are in 
themselves usually of minor’ im- 
portance, but the fact that they 
show a tendency to inerease stendi- 
ly in number is evidence that ill- 
feeling between Chinese and Japan- 
ese in Manchuria is not growing 
less, ‘The newspapers in Japan rea 
lize this and deplore ly in 
view of the fact that’ Japan's ex- 
port trade with Chine has lately 
decreased alarmingly, so much that | 
the trade balance between Japan 
‘and China is unfavourable to Japan.

JUDGE FEETHAM’S REPORT 


Rendition of Settlement the Goal: Long Transition 
Period Necessary, 


R, Justice Feetham’s Second Volume of his Report dealing 

with the main problem of his inquiry has been issued. ‘The 
only important-matter left for discussion in the remaining vol 
umes is the Outside Roads issue, on which Mr. Justice Feetham's 
xeport is expected to be issued before long. Meanwhile, in 
this report, he shows that rendition, although the ultimate 
goal, is not immediately practicable ‘and makes various far- 
reaching proposals for the reform of the Couneil’s constitution 
during the period of transition, which he considers must be 
Jong if security is to be maintained. He suggests that the 
Council should draft its own Reforms proposals for submission 
to the Goverment of China and the Powers. 

“The chain of historical circumstances” writes Mr. Justice 
Feetham “which have led to a foreign community having so 
large a share in governing, on Chinese soil, the most important 
part of the town which is the chief commercial centre of 
China, are circumstances which no one could have anticipated, 
and for which the present generation has no primary respon- 
sibility. ‘These circumstances, coupled with the 
enterprise of the foreign and Chinese Communities in the 
Settlement, have created an asset of immense value for the 
China of today and of still greater potential value for the 
China of the fature. The Foreign Powers and their subjects 
fare, under present treaty arrangements, trustees for China of 
the asset thus created; they would fail in the obligations of 
their trust if they, as the present guardians of the Settle- 
‘ment, were to hand it over to China ‘before she is ready to

Official Statement by Consulate-General: Inquiry 
Demanded 


‘The efforts made by local consular, 
officials to solve the mystery of the 
disappearance of Mv. John Thor- 
burn, who left his home on Monday, 
Sune’, and who is believed to be in 
the custody of the military policy| 
at Soochow, are given in a state 
jen to the press issued by H. M, 
Consulate-General on June 20. 

‘The fact that “the Military are a 
Jaw to themselves” has added to 








‘the difficulties encountered, but 
H, M, Minister is pressing the 
Minister for . Foreign Affairs to 





institute a commission of inquiry 
into the affair. ‘The -offcial state- 
ment is as follows: 

‘John Hay Thorburn, aged 19, left 
his home on the evening of May 
BL. He had for some time, been 
talking about going away to “make 
good." He was a member of the 
‘Machine Gun Section of the Skang- 
hai Light Horse and had been a 
member of the Sea Scout Troop. 
Both these points are significant in 
view of later happenings. He ap- 
parently took with him the dress 
trousers of the Light Horse, ie. a 
Pair of blue trousers with two red 
Stripes down the sides, and his 
service revolver, these arlicles being| 
missing from his home. 

Next morning (June 1) between 
7 and 7.30 am, “he called on a 
friend and asked her to deliver a. 
otter to his father, This letter 
was to the effect that he was going 
up-country but had not asked his 
father’s permission as he knew his 
father-would net approve. He was 
‘at that time dressed in a brown suit 
and hada bag with 

Tt would appear that he probably

tore” was first told in 1911: the 
present volume is a fourth edition 
Which, besides containing new mat- 
ter—the results of researches into 
‘the history of the late eighteenth 
eentury—possesses an analytical 
and critical preface by Miss Olivier 
and an interesting note by J. W. 
Dunne, author of “An Experiment 
in Time.” Miss Moberly and Miss 
Jourdain, the principals in the ad- 
Venture when it occurred in 1901, 
ave published this edition under 
‘their own’ names. instead of the 
Tames, “Miss Morison” and “Biss 
Lamont.” ‘The reserve with which 
the story was received in some 
‘quarters would no doubt have been 
less had it appeared, as it has now, 
‘under the true names of the authors. 
Jn the, words of a eritic, writing 
in thé “Church Times,” “The 
suppression of the names of wit- 
nesses invariably injures their 
stimony.” 
Miss Moberly came of a welle 
known family of clerics, being the 
Seventh daughter of Dr. M 
Bishop of Salisbury: In 1884s 
became the Principal of St, Hughes 
College, Oxford: she held this post 
until 1915 when she was succeeded 
by Miss Jourdain, At the time of 
‘their adventure the latter was Head
